BRITISH DOWNED 
7500 HUN PLANES 


LONDON, May 21.—An amazing 
record of the work of the British air 
force during the war has just been 
issued by the air ministry. It con- 
|tains some astounding facts and 
{fleures, the most noteworthy being 
that during the last ten months of 
the war British airplane factories 
turned out 26,685 machines. 

Between July, 1915, and the 
armistice, November 11, 1918, Brit- 
ish airmen destroyed or shot doyn 
over 7500 enemy aircraft, dropped 
nearlv 7000 tons of bombs, flew over 
900,000 hours—nearly 103 years— 
and fired 10,500,000 rounds of’ cart- 
ridges. 

During the first ten months of the 
war the airplane output was only 
530.

WEALTH NOT EVERYTHING 


Dispatches from Washington tell of the 
death of the Walsh ‘‘million dollar baby,’’ 
by being run down by an automobile. 
There is not only a dreadful tragedy in 
this for the immediate family but afeo a 
lesson Which all the rest of us can learn 
to good effect. 

Walsh was a multi-millionaire, mining 
magnate in Colorado. His daughter Evelyn 
married McLain, millionaire publisher of 
Cincinnati and New York. The Macl.ean- 
Walsh baby has been alluded to as the 
‘million dollar baby’’ by all the big pa- 
pers back east, being heir to something 
like $200,000,000. It has been guarded day 
and night all its life by detectives and 
special service men, to prevent its being 
kidnapped for ransom, but a few days ago 
the little boy, now about eight years old, 
escaped from his watchers and ran out of 
the grounds of the great Walsh mansion 
in Washington, only to be struck by a 
passing automobile and killed. 

The point is,that the boy is dead, his 
wealthy parents and grandparent are all 
prostrated with grief that no wealth can 
heel or assuage. The  $200,000,000 
count no more with them in the heartache 
and suffering than the two-bits of the poor 
family does when its little boy is killed 
by some accident or otherwise. Here is a 
living and pertinent example where two 
hundred millions are of no more account 
than a penny. 

Another point is that we who have lit- 
tle, but are spared such terrible life trag- 
edies should be very thankful, even 
though we be as poor as the proverbial 
church mouse. Who would not rather be 
poor and escape such anguish and loss 
of loved ones than have all the money in 
the world and have the heart break? The 
Walshes and the McLains would gladly 
give today their two hundred millions to 

bring back into their lives the dear little 
fellow who lies in a silk-lined rosewood 
coffin. 

Tom Walsh and the edtior of the News 
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were old time Colorado friénds, We lived 
right across the street from each other 
for years and Evelyn Walsh and our girls 
played with their dolls together in child- 
hood. Vincent Walsh, Evelyn’s brother, 
was also killed in an automobile accident, 
at San Diego, some years ago. Tom and 
this ~seribe ‘trampud“ wer ‘tie Goiurado 
mountains ‘together mary, many times. 
He staked out the now famous Camp Bird 
mine at Ouray, and put us wise to what 
he had found long before anybody else 
knew it, and we staked out a bunch of 
claims adjoining. We sold ours later on for 
$100,000 but Wajsh hung on to his and de- 
veloped them, finally selling a controlling 
interest to the Venture Company, of Lon- 
don, England, for eleven million dollars. 
That was his start. After that he made all 
kinds of money, and among other things 
was in partnership with King Leopold 
of Belgium in the rubber business in 
South Africa. 

Evelyn grew up and married young 
McLain, another millionaire, and the little 
boy that has just been killed was the 
fruit of that marriage. The Walsh build- 
ing and the Walsh mansion are two of 
the grand sights of Washington. Tom died 
some years ago, a_ victim of too much 
money and too high living. He was a good 
red-blooded Trigshman who came from Lim- 
crick in boyhood and worked on the New 
York streets at $1.50 a day as a starter in 
this country. And he was a good scout, 
with many noble attributes, and as gener- 
ous and big-hearted as any other Colorado 
prospector. 

Peace to hig ashes; peace, Also to those 
of his son killed in an auto smash; peace 
again to the still little form of the ‘‘Mil- 
lion Dollar Boy,’’ and may God comfort 
the stricken hearts of those who are left 
to mourn. We certainly do not want their 
two hundred millions and grief. We much 
prefer our six-bits and happienss.
